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The Glasgow Edition of the Works and 
Correspondence of Adam Smith 


This edition has been commissioned by the University of Glasgow to 
celebrate the bicentenary of the Wealth of Nations, which falls in 1976. 
When complete it will consist of six volumes (some of them double 
volumes) of Smith’s writings; two additional volumes, Essays on Adam 
Smith (already published), and a biography, appear in association with 
the series. The first of the works to be published are: 


The Theory of Moral Sentiments 
Edited by D. D. Raphael and A. L. Macfie 


The Theory of Moral Sentiments (1759, enlarged 1790) was Smith’s first 
book. Not only is it an important work of moral philosophy, especially 
for its account of sympathy and its theory of the impartial spectator, 
but it foreshadows the widening interests in economics, sociology, 
politics, and law that he took up in his later works. This is the first 
scholarly edition in English. As well as textual and explanatory notes 
there is a full introduction in which the editors stress the influence of 
the Stoics and of Hume on Smith’s ethical thought, and describe the 
development and the reception of the work. £15

In their introduction to this edition the editors show how all Smith’s 
wide-ranging interests came together to produce in The Wealth of 
Nations the first and perhaps the most influential systematic treatise of 
classical economics. The text is that of the third edition (1784), the 

one most extensively revised by Smith. Variations from the first to the 
sixth editions are noted, and textual variants are analysed and recorded 
in the appendixes. The notes provide comprehensive references to 
passages in The Wealth of Nations, to Smith’s other works, to authorities 
he may be assumed to have used, and to contemporary events and 
comments.
